Or do you not often 
ride further to visit a relative or friend en the Sabbath, especially if a trip on 
Monday can be saved by so doing? Others say, ‘Our house ‘has no stove, 
and it is too cold in the winter.” Then it is your duty to save the money 
which you spend for tobacco, whisky and other worthless and injurious things, 
and buy stoves:
